The summons in the Drosten 
suit was.served on Mrs. Thomasson 
yesterday in, the \Sheriff’s office 
while Tony Foley, former gambler, 
and his wife, Flavia, signed a $5000 
bond for her release.

W CHINESE SHP FE 


Steamer Explodes and Sinks— 
Cigarettes Thrown Into — 
Cotton Cargo.

SHANGHAI, March 12.——More 
than 200 Chinese perished when 
the burning Chinese coastal steam- 
er Pachi exploded and sink 60 miles 
north of the mouth of the Yangtze 
River last night. 

A revenue cruiser and native 
boats pecked up 180 of the approx- 
imately 400 persons aboard. . Those 
rescued had leaped into the sta 
from the burning vessel. 

The explosion occurred when 
some of the 100 Chinese soldiers 
aboard threw cigarette stubs into 
the cotton cargo. Flames swept 
through the hold and a second blast 
followed. 

The cruiser, patrolling near the 
Pachi, steamed to its aid when it 
was seen afire, but before the 
cruiser arrived an explosian killed 
many passengers on the Pachi's 
foredeck. 

The Captain anchored the Pachi, 
but almost immediately another ex- 
plosion blew out the stern, throwing 
must of thé remaining passengers 
into the water. ‘Native boats then 
joined the cruiser in the rescue, 

Those left aboard the Pachi were 
drowned, as the vessel sank quick- 
ly.

Ahd be- 
sides that, the local organizations 
give prizes to janitors who make 
the best showing. in economizing 
on fuel. 


There is no thermometer in my 
room, but as I write I can see my 
breath every time I exhale, and 
stiff icy blasts penetrate through 
the cracks in the putty that seal up 
edges of the inner set of the dou- 
ble windows in the room. 

The fuel crisis is caused by trans- 
portation problems. The authori- 
ties find it difficult to haul in the 
vast amount of wood necessary to 
heat the capital, and on top of 
that labor for cutting and splitting 
the logs is scarce, even with wood 
fetching $31.60 a cord delivered. 

Three Hotels; State Operated. 

Just three hotels exist for for- 
eigners here, and like all other 
property they belong to the State 
and are operated by managers for 
the Soviet Government. They are 
the Savoy, where I am; the Grand, 
a huge structure facing the main 
gateway to Red square and oppo- 
site the Kremlin, and the Metro- 
pole, another large building in 
front of the opera house. 

All three are jammed and have 
long waiting lists. The only way 
to get in is through Government 
intervention. The Savoy and the 
Grand are packed with American 
engineers, *9me Germans, and a 
portion of ‘ie staff of the British 
Embassy. The latter are here wait- 
ing for the renovation of their of- 
ficial quarters. The engineers are 
waiting for a break in the weather 
to proceed to the various projects 
on which they are employed in the 
interior. 

During the winter the extreme 
cold paralyzes all building con- 
struction, and work on the differ- 
ent units of the five-year plan can- 
not start again until April. 


On Cot, Room Unheated. 

I wired ahead for reservations 
and friends in Moscow had called 
at the hotel to agsrange accommo- 
dations, but when I arrived with 
my pile of baggage there was noth- 
ing doing. I finally obtained a cot 
in an unheated room for the first 
night, and it was fortunate I had) 
my own blankets to reinforce the. 
bed covering or I should have '§ 
frozen. 

Next day the Foreign Office of- 
ficials at the Narkomindel _tele- 
phoned the manager, asking him 


a nice room with alcove and bath, 
price $15 a day. 

Things come high in Soviet Rus- 
sia; a pot of tea without milk or 
even lemen, but with plenty of 
sugar and hot water, costs 67 cents. 
That’s all I take for breakfast, as 
the bread is nothing to brag about | 
and you can get put in jail for 
even asking for toast. And the 
floor waiter says there is no jam. 

Ham and eggs, three eggs and 
mighty litle ham, costs $1.75, and 
a pot of fierce coffee and watered, 
condensed milk is 75 cents. The 
coffee has a quaint flavor of choco- 
late which is extremely original for 
Java, and may be due to the fact 
that cocoa is made in the same pot 
for people addicted to that. 

A Modest Meal for $5. 

Downstairs the hotel has opened 
a restaurant in the premises for- 
merly occupied by Dr. Hammer, 
the American who obtained the 
pencil monopoly in Russia just 
after the revolution and who was 
recéntly bought out by the Govern- 
ment. Thé room ‘thas been deco- 
rated tastefully, and the head 
waiter wears a black suit and the 
ordinary waiters wear white jack- 
ets. An orchestra plays during 
luncheon, which starts at $ o’clock. 
Caviar costs $2.90, which is more 
than it is priced at in Ciro’s jn 
Paris and about the same as at the 
Savoy in London. Other dishes are 
more reasonable, especially in view 
of the large size orders which are 
served. Soup and fish and meat, 
the latter almost exclusively in the 
form of wiener schnitzel, and a 
glass of tea, with tip comes to 
about $5. No tips at the frontier, 
and only a modest gratuity for the 
sleeping car porter, but here the 
regulation 10 per cent for service 
or you better not come again. 

For dessert there is jélly at 76 
cents or a tasty roly poly-sort of 
cake with jam between the layers 
and sugar sifted on top that costs 


$1. 
Prices Have Trebled. 

Wine and other drinks are ex- 
pensive. A tiny little carafe of 
vodka costs three rubles and 90 
kopecks, just under $2. This is 4 
good deal more than in Le Maison- 
ette Russe in Paris, Reiglinger is 
priced in the Grand Hotel, restaur- 
ant at $25 a bottle. Even the local 
Russian wines from the Grimea.

—The first apartment houses in 
America, bullt here in 18650 by the 
Baroness de Pontalba, were threat.

The raid was the upshot of a 
previous visit by Roy Budd and 
Dan Copely, Federal prohibition 
agents, who were sitting in front 
of the place March 5 in an auto- 
mobile when accosted by a gunman 
and Jack Karron, the Cotton Club 
doorman. Despite the fact that 
they disclosed their identities, Budd 
and Copely said they were taken 
to the Cicero police headquarters. 
They were subsequently released 
after charging Karron with inter- 
fering with Federal’ officers. 
This morning Budd and Copely 
led a squad of Federal officers into 
the place. They reported they 
found half a dozen guests, chorus 
girls and orchestra musicians scat- 
tered over the club. The guests 
promptly smashed some bottle# of 
liquor on the floor, but there was 
no other confusion. 
After releasing the guests, chorus 
girls and musicians, the raiders be- 
gan a methodical search of the 
place for liquor and other evidence.

Leading a provocative discussion at 
the progressive conference here last 
night, Senator Bronson Cutting 
(Rep.), New . Mexico, and Dr. 
Charles A, Beard, distinguished po- 
litical- scientist and historian, ad- 


vocated radical changes designed 
to improve the functioning of rep- 
resentative government. 
Senator Cutting urged, 
other reformis, the abolition of the 
electoral college by constitutional 
amendment; the safeguarding of 
the legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment against “encroachments 
of the two other branches; the 
passage of legislation to do away 
with private campaign funds, or, 
if that be found impossible, the 
strengthening of the present cor- 
rupt practices act and its exten- 
sion to include primary elections. 
Cutting declared that, by an ar- 
bitrary interpretation of the “due 
process” clause of .the Constitu- 
tion, the courts in many cases had 
virtually usurped legislative fune- 
tions. He attacked specifically the 
abuse of the injunction process by 
Federal courts in labor cases. The 
same courts, he added, had repeat- 
edly refused relief when elemen- 
tary civil rights had been infringed 
by executive departments. “Often, 
indeed,”” he charged, “they have 
themselves been the first sinners 
against civil liberties.” 

Taking. an oblique slap at the 
President's penchant for appoint- 
ing commissions, Cutting said he 
had avoided the danger inherent 
in this policy by rejecting the prin- 
cipal recommendations of the com- 
missions he had named.

With all its faults—and one of 
them was the perpetuation of the 
“ridiculous lame-duck  session’’— 
Cuttting said that Congress _ re- 
mained closer to the people than 
the President and ought to be 
strengthened against usurpation of 
its powers by the courts and the 
executive. 

“We believe,” he said, “that the 
average man has an inherent right 
to share in molding his own des- 
tiny. and that self-government in 


the long run is more important than 


perfect government.” 

Cutting said it was “preposter-' 
ous” that primary and general elec- 
tions should be financed with pri- 
vate and not public funds. He 
thought that the people should 
themselves pay for he privilege of 
of representa- 
tive government. It was obvious, 
he declared, that the huge sums of 
money spent to buy seats in the 
Senate, such as the $400,000 :- pent 
by Joseph R. Grundy in the last 
Pennsylvania primary, were not 
spent to educate the voters, but to 
confuse the voters. The voters, he 
said, would be better off if these 
huge private campaign funds were 
eliminated in favor of a publicly 
financed system of elections. |

He thought that 
American scholarship had been re- 
miss in ignoring the task of “fron- 
tier thinking’”’ on political ques- 
tions. He agreed with Justice 
Holmes of the Supreme Court that 
what we needed was “more think- 
ing about the obvious and fewer in- 
quiries into the obscure.” 

Beard criticised Congress on 
three counts—*peanut’”’ politics, 
| “squirtgun” politics and “hit-and- 
run” politics. By the first he 
meant the excessive amount of time 
devoted to trivial matters. The 
obvious remedy, he said, was to 
permit such matters to be disposed 
of by minor executive orders, sub- 
ject to the proviso that the orders 
must be submitted to Congress and 
allowed to lie on the desks of mem- 
bers for 30 days. They would be- 
come effective if no objection was 
raised within that time.

He sub- 
mitted, however, that all such 
commissions belonged not to the 
President but to Congress, and he 
contended that Congress should 
keep a constant eye upon them. He 
suggested that Congress appoint a 
“erand joint committee” to sit’ 
continuously during and between 
sessions for the purpose of scru- 
tinizing Federal agencies engaged 
in law-making. Numerous scan- 
dals, he said, from the days of the 
star route frauds down to the oil 
seandals had demonstrated that 
Congress must keep watch on the 


doings of “Federal agents at the 
other end of the avenue.” 
Beard found it astonishing that 


a nation which had shown’ genius 
in the invention of machines 
should seem “paralyzed” in the 
face of problems demanding po- 
litical invention. ‘‘Perhaps by tak- 
ing thought,” he said, “we may call 
to life again the creative boldness 
of the fathers who founded our 
republic.”

GANDHI 10 MAKE 
SALT AGAIN AS 
TEST OF TRUGE 


Leaves Ahmadabad on First 
Anniversary of Famous 
March to the Sea, Retrac- 
ing His Steps. 


IN FIGHT TO FINISH, 
HE TELLS VILLAGERS 


Addresses Crowd at Borsad 
as He Did Year Ago— 


Emphasizes Agreement Is 
Only Temporary. 


By the Associated Press. 

AHMADABAD, India, March 12. 
—QOn the first anniversary of the 
start of his historic march to the 
sea in beginning of the civil dis- 
obedience campaign, Mahatma 
Gandhi left Ahmadabad today to 
retrace his route and make salt 
once more in defiance of British 
law. 

The venture will mark a test of 
the truce which Gandhi arranged 
last week with Viceroy Lord Ir- 
win, one of the terms of which was 
that peasants in the salt districts 
be allewed to make salt for their 
own use and for sale within their 
own towns, although this is a vio- 
lation of the letter of the law. 

It is not regarded as likely that 
the British will attempt to rearrest 
Gandhi for violation of the salt 
monopoly act. 

Addresses Villagers at Borsad. 

Setting out from here, just as he 
did one year ago today, Gandhi 
went to Borsad to address the vil- 
lagers whe accompanied him on the 
first march. He will visit several 
towns in the area, as he did then, 
speaking to natives who have re- 
fused to pay British taxes, and 
Saturday will go to Dandi, where 
he first made salt a year ago. 

Gandhi's followers prostrated 
themselves before him when he 
reached Borsad, women fighting to 
kiss his feet and children garland- 
ing him with flowers. 

“We are in this fight to the fin- 
ish,””’ he told them, “it is the su- 


| preme and final struggle of my life. 
, Our fight for liberty has just be- 


gun. Our truce with the Viceroy 
is only temporary. I shall not rest 
until all confiscated land has been 
restored, but how can we bring the 
dead back to life?”

CUBAN POLITICAL PRISONERS 
SECRETLY MOVED FROM HAVANA 


Taken to Isle of Pines After Re- 
ported Discovery of Plot to 
Break Jail.

HAVANA, March 12.—A fleet of 
army trucks rolled up to the Prin- 
cipe Fortress just before dawn to- 
day and every political prisoner in 
the old stronghold was taken out 
secretly, placed aboard a ship and 
removed to the prison on the Isle 
of Pines. 

Nobody knew anything about it 
until this afternoon at the visiting 
hour when relatives of the prison- 
ers calling at the fortréss were in- 
formed that the transfer had been 
made, 

The action was taken, it was 
said, after the discovery of a plot 
for a jail delivery. It is thought 
that more than 200 men were sent 
to the island prison.

Research Bureau's Redistricting Plan. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Y OUR description of the senatorial 

districting plan proposed by the 
bei of Municipal Research should be 
changed slightly. It states that “the 
seven new St. Louls districts are all fig- 
ured (by the bureau) as Republican, and 
the four Jackson County districts as 
emocratic.” : 
ae bureau statement read: “Under 
the Constitution the Circuit Court is the 
agency which divides the multi-mem- 
bered districts and hence the matter is 
outside the scope of legislative activity. 
Assuming such division would result in 
six Republican and one Democratic Sen- 
ators from St. Louis City, and one Re- 
publican and three Democratic Senators 
from Jackson County, the total repre- 
sentation from these city districts would 
be seven Republican and’ four Demo- 
cratic Senators.” 

The Democtfats in the city of St. Louis 
would then elect one-seventh, or 14.2 per 
cent of the St. Louis Senators, on the 
basis of the election returns used for the 
analysis Actually they cast 43.1 per 
cent of the votes. The Democrats in 
Jackson County would elect three-fourths 
or 75 per cent of its senatorial delega- 
tion. Actually they cast 54.5 per cent of 
the votes. The Democrats in the re- 
mainder of the State would elect 
13-z3rds, or 56.5 per cent, of the up- 
state Senators. Actually they cast 49.8 
per cent of the votes. When all the 
above are added together it develops 
that there will be 17 Democrats among 
the 84 Senators elected—a ratio of 50 


per cent. For the State as a whole the 
Democrats cast 49.2 per cent of the 
votes. 


While the latter State-wide compari. 
son is almost perfect, the discrepancy in 
percentages noted above caused the bu- 
reau to state that “the present method 
of elections is unfair” and that “the only 
sound method of preventing this and 
other peculiar results of the present 
method of elections is the Hare System 
of proportional representation.” -

| Machinery and Unemployment. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RECENT contributor to your column, 


Raymond Lake, offered the opinion 
that labor-saving devices contribute only 
in an indirect way to the depression. 

I wonder if Mr. Lake adheres to the 
theory of some of the professors of eco- 
nomics who hold that only a very small 
percentage of unemployment arises from 
the wide use of machinery in manufac- 
turing processes. 

These economists hypothesize in this 
manner: The introduction of man-dis- 
placing machinery cuts the manufactur- 
ers’ cost by reducing the number of em- 
ployes. This saving ise passed on to the 
buyer in the form of a lower priced arti- 
cle; because of this, more persons are 
able to buy. They claim further that 
men are absorbed into associated lines of 
business. For example, automobile work- 
ers, unemployed through machine com- 
petition, are abie to work in filling 


stations, etc., an increase in the latter 
line being made necessary by the in- 
 ereased sales of automobiles due to price 
reduction.

@ mere camouflage of. words and do not affect the 
vital purpose of the bill, which is to give the State 
commission control over fares and service. 

Who told him the bill as amended is acceptable to 
the city administration? The administration has been 
fighting rulings of the State Public Service Commis- 
sion ever since the commission was created. Would 
it be consistent to relinquish its control over the 
busses and service cars and begin another Pyrrhic 
battle to recapture what this bill proposes to give 
away? 

No matter what the administration may have said, 
Mr. Williams and the other Representatives in the 
Legislature from St. Louis were elected by the people, 
not by the administration, and they are at Jefferson 
City to defend the people’s interests. The people want 
to gain a greater measure of home rule over trans- 
portation instead of surrendering what little they 
have. 

The bill's disguise is altogether too thin. The Leg- 
islature should kill it. There is no good reason for 
passing any bill relating to St. Louis transportation. 
The only bill that could be suggested would be one 
in the interest of exploiters and against the interest

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MORE SHYSTERISM AT JEFFERSON CITY. 

Recently we commented on the reign of shysterism 
in the Legislature by which a clique of lawyers with 
criminal practices has consistently defeated efforts 
to reform Missouri’s antiquated criminal procedure. 
Now, not content with opposition, they have taken the 
offensive. ; 

In 1925, while the lawyer clique was caught off 
guard, a law was passed requiring the statement of 
specific grounds for new trial, abolishing the old sys- 
tem authorising vague generalities used in the so- 
called “shotgun” motions for new trial. The effect 
of the new law was to destroy.an unfair advantage 
possessed by lawyers defending crimina) clients. For- 
mer Supreme Court Judge David E. Blair, in com- 
mending the new law, said it prevented crimina! law- 
yers from preparing ambush attacks on the trial 
court. 

A bill to repeal this improvement in procedure was 
introduced by Representatives Keating, Snyder and 
Blair on Feb: 17 and referred to the House Committee 
on Civil and Criminal Procedure. That committee 
failed to act, whereupon its sponsors -succeeded in 
having the bill re-referred to the Committee on Crim- 
inal Justice, nine of whose 11 members are lawyers. 
Upon the recommendation of Jones Parker, the bill 
was reported out favorably. Parker said of it: “This 
is a good bill. It would do away with a new law 
that the reformer crowd put over several years ago.” 
Hearing, discussion and vote lasted a minute and a 
half. on 
Both in 1927 and 1929 the lawyer clique defeated 
the program for procedural reform offered by the 
Missouri Association for Criminal Justice. It ts now 
emboldened to take the reactionary step of repealing 
one of the few laws to modernize procedure that have 
passed. We trust that the Legislature as a whole will 
have the good sense not to follow the action of the

SHALL ST. LOUIS BE TAMMANYIZED? 

Jules R. Field, Mayor Miller’s secretary and can- 
didate for the Board of Aldermen, enjoys a distinct 
advantage over his opponent, Walter J. G. Neun, in 
the primary election to be decided tomorrow. The 
advantage lies in the support that will be thrown to 
him by the powerful political machine of Mayor 
Miller, estimated to control from 15,000 to 25,000 
votes. In order to offset this handicap, Judge Neun 
must have the support of numerous independent citi- 
sens who are not dependent for livelihood or favors 
upon the Miller machine. 
The issue in the race between Field and Neun is 
control of the Board of Estimate and Apportionmem., 
in charge of the city’s fiscal affairs. This board is 
composed of the Mayor, the Comptroller and the 
president of the Board of Aldermen. At present, 
Judge Neun holds the balance of power. He has voted 
sometimes with the Mayor, sometimes with the Comp- 
troller, in accordance with his views as the repre- 
sentative of the city’s legislative body. If Mr. Field 
is elected, he and Mayor Miller will be able to out- 
vote Comptroller Nolte on any question that comes 
before the board. 
Mayor Miller already wields enormous political 
power in St. Louis, but he is ambitious to acquire 
more. In the person of Mr. Field, he would take 
over the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, be- 
sides greatly extending his influence in the Board 
of Aldermen. :Even if Mayor Miller were the great- 
est municipal executive in the country, we would 
be opposed in principle to such a monopolization of 
authority. 
Our form of city government was carefully planned 
to include a system of checks and balances. The City 
Charter contemplates a sharp division between execu- 
tive and legislative authority. It intended, in speci- 
fying the membership of the Board of Estimate, that 
the executive and legislative members should balance 
each other. Otherwise, why have a board of three 
members at all? If the framers of the City Charter 
had contemplated a dictatorship of municipal affairs, 
they would have vested all power in the Mayor. 
Because of the fact that Mr. Field’s success threat- 
ens to undermine the fundamental structure of our 
city government, the personalities of the candidates, 
their records and their promises must take second 
place in the consideration of the voters. 
The issue before the voters is whether they are 
willing to permit Mayor Miller to extend his strangle- 
hold on municipal affairs. They must decide whether 
St. Louis is to follow Chicago, over which broods the 
sinister figure of Big Bill Thompson; or New York, 
where the corrupt rule of Tammany has for genera- 
tions sucked the city’s blood until at last even the 
judiciary has been revealed as a mass of corrup 
tion. 
It is unfortunate that so important an issue must 
be decided in an off-year election when the public is 
disposed to stay away from the polls. That was part 
of the artful strategy of Mayor Miller's advisers. 
They knew that at a similar election four years ago 
only about 52,000 votes were cast in the Republican 
primary, and that if all the officeholders, with their 
families and friends, were mobilized, they would have 
an excellent chance to carry the election. That is 
what has been done. The Miller committeemen, ward- 
heelers and hangers-on are all prepared to shoot their 
full strength tomorrow. It is for the public to turn 
out in greater strength and combat them. 
St. Louis must not be Tammanyised. 
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LIVES AND MONEY. 

The million motor accidents in 1930, with fatalities 
exceeding 32,000, constitute a socia] loss which statis- 
tics cannot undertake to compute. The economic cost, 
however, has been estimated at $3,000,000,000. From 
any Viewpoint the condition is intolerable. Our well- 
governed states are trying, by regulation, to meet the 
problem. Experience has shown that the drivers’ li- 
cense and safety responsibility laws are reducing ac- 
cidents. Both of these measures are included in the 
motor vehicle code before our Legislature. The Leg- 
islature ought to pass those bills.

The President's main objection was that 
the measure would abolish the present Fed- 
eral employment service, while the substitute 
system “cannot be made effective for many 
months, or even years.” 

“Such,” says Senator Wagner, biuntly, 
“is not the fact.” The new service 
would become effective the moment the 
other ceased; there were provisions for im- 
mediate operation, with a two-year period 
of adjustment. 

This proposa! was no hasty tmprovisation. 
It was based upon recommendations made 
by the unemployment conference of 1921, 
of which Mr. Hoover himself was chair- 
man. 

The bill was introduced in 1928. It was 
exhaustively considered. It was passed by 
the Senate 10 months ago, and by the Ejnouse 
nine months ago. 

It was approved by labor organizations, 
by the foremost social agencies and indus- 
trial research authorities. 

It was indorsed by the President's own 
Commission on Unemployment; Cel. Arthur 
Woods, chairman of that body, personally 
begged him to sign it.

Congressman George Huddleston, 
progressive Democrat from Ala- 
bama, said there was no real dif- 
ference between the two politica! 
parties. The choice in presidential 
elections was between two eggs, 
both of them bad.” Huddleston de- 
plored the public’s lack of accurate 
information on political issues. In 
his opinion, the greatest problem of 
statesmanship was to devise means 
of getting the facts before the peo- 
ple. 

Prof. E. A. Ross, noted soclolo- 
gist of the University of Wisconsin, 
said government more and more 
was becoming a switch for the di- 
version of wealth from one channel 
to another.’”” Those operating the 
switch to their own advantage were 
keeping the public in a “duped and 
doped” condition; for which the 
press of the country was largely 
responsible. 

In 1921, through a class of seniors 
at the University of Wisconsin, he 
made a study of 16 large repre- 
sentative newspapers. He had 10 
“touchstones” to determine whether 
they leaned toward capital or the 
people. _These tests included Rus- 
sian recognition, the Mexican prob- 
lem, railway regulation, the rela- 
tions of labor unions to employers. 
and so on. He found over a period 
of five months that 11 of the pa- 
pers were “completely capitalistic” 
on all issues, while five of them 
were occasionally on the side of 
the people. 

Ross estimated that the propor- 
tion of newspaper income derived 
from advertising had grown from 
44 per cent in 1880 to 79 or 85 per 
cent in 1931. He accused the press 
in general of accepting dictation 
from advertisers. ‘ 

In Educational Field. 

Conditions in the educational 
field, said Ross, had been improved 
somewhat by the campaign for 
academic freedom waged by the 
Association of University Profes- 
sors. He believed that. high school 
teachers should similarly organize 
to protect their professional integ- 
rity. If they failed to do this, he 
predicted there would be “constant 
mysterious disappearances of teach- 
ers of civics and ‘:istory’” who of- 
fended capitalistic interests, 

Ross said that, where as only 12 
per cent of the farmers were or- 
ganized, and only 13 per cent of la- 
bor, the business organizations em- 
braced from 50 to 60 per cent of 
the persons eligible. 

“If there is any cless that has 
formulated its demands in a more 
narrow and selfish way than the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States,” said Ross, “I don't know 
what it is You can read the de- 
mands of the farmers and of labor 
without blushing, but you can’t 
read the demands of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce with- 
out blushing.” 

The progress of liberalism in the 
United States, said Ross, was 
checked by the war and b; the Rus- 
sian experiment which had been 
successfully used as a bogey by the 
standpat interests. He believed that 
this bogey had been almost worn 
out. 

“There is reason to believe that 
the long night we have had since 
the war,” said Ross, “won't last 
much longer. We may begin to 
hope for a cheerful, forward lib- 
eral movement.”’ 

Taking the platform for a mo- 
ment, Robert P. Scripps of the 
Scripps-Howard chain -of newspa- 
pers, said he desired to correct the 
record at one point. He had noted 
the remarks of Prof. Ross that ed- 
itors who had offended business in- 
terests were some times called into 
secret Chamber of Commerce meet- 
ings and threatened with withdraw- 
al of advertising.

called a duct. Saliva, for exam- 
ple, reaches the mouth cavity 
chrough six dutts, one for each 
gland. This ‘ype of gland pours 
its secretions out of the body afl 
hence is known as a gland of ex- 
ternal secretion. 
There are, ‘ however, certain 
glands which have no ducts, These 
glands do not pour their secretions 
out from the body, but {nte. the 
blood stream. These are termed 
ductiess glands, endocrine glands, 
or glands of internal secretion.
